7il(93-L.(ij).—The following amend¬ 
ments to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct ot 
Business in the Council of States (Rajya Sabha) as 
adopted by the Rajya Sabha at its sitting held on the 
29th March, 1993, are hereby published for general 
information :— 

I. Addition of new Chapter XXII.— I.—After 
Chapter XXI, the following Chapter shall 
be added, namely :— 

CHAPTER XXII 

DEPARTMENT-RELATED STANDING 

COMMITTEES 

268. (1) Department xclated Standing ; Commit¬ 
tees.—There shall be Parliamentary Standing Com¬ 
mittees of the Houses (to be ealled the iSanding Com¬ 
mittees) related to Ministries I Departments. 

(2) Each of the Standing Committees shall be 
related to the MimstriesjDepartments as specified in 
the Third .Schedule : 

Provided that the Chairman and the Speaker, Lok 
Sabha (hereinafter referred to as the Speaker), may 
alter the said Schedule from time to time in consul¬ 
tation with each other. 

269. (1) Constitution.—Each of the Standing 
Committees constituted under rule 268 shall consist 
of not more than 45 member*, 15 members nomina- 







ted by the Caiman from amongst the members. of 
the Council, and 30 members nominated bv the 
Speaker from amongst the members of the House : 

Provided that a member appointed as a Minister 
shall not be nominated as, or continue as. a mem¬ 
ber ot any Committee.
